One statement made by Prince Max of Germany we 
can agree with, now that President Wilson’s reply to <;Cly­ 
man y’s latest “peace note” has been delivered to tin- Swiss 
charge in Washington—the crisis has come.

Then it is acceptance or rejection by the German peo­ 
ple. Their action will he the hest “concrete evidence•” of 
their sincerity—it will he the only evidence possible and 
it will enter the final decree in the last struggle between 
civilization and barbarism.

Americans Agree 


Senator Lodge is one of the most brilliant of Ameri­ 
can statesmen. 
Like all brilliant political leader-, in his 
impulsiveness he is sometimes far from right in his p o s i ­ 
tions. 
His patriotism, however, is (if the sturdy type 
which admits of no question. 
The senator from Massachusettes always has some­ 
thing worth while to say on every great development in 
these stirring times. 
He has at times been fearless and 
vigorous in his opposition to and criticism of the adminis­ 
tration, hut in no instance can it he, justly, said that partis­ 
anship was the reason for that opposition, because at other 
times of crisis he has been just as firm, just as outspoken 
and just as brilliant in his support of the administration 
and in many a trying period Senator Lodge has been of 
tremendous assistance. 
In view of his record it is interesting to note that Sen­ 
ator Lodge regards Germany’s latest reply to President 
Wilson’s proposals as a "clumsy trap” to catch the United 
States and prolong a diplomatic controversy. 
The course of conduct which tile 
cool, 
deliberate 
thought of President Wilson, and his advisors, has dic­ 
tated may or may not harmonize with the course Senator 
Lodge and many of the American people believed should 
have been followed and our impulsive first judgment may 
have to he revised. 
At present, however, we believe tlia 
the hest thing to do—the thing which will compel realiza 
tion by the Huns sooner than anything else, has been done 
tell them straight from the shoulder that we demand “un 
conditional surrender” if autocracy is still in control. 


There Seems No Hope 


Sometimes in the excitement of the moment, when 
startling news of the great victories of the allied annie 
in the field, is wirelessed or cabled to the anxious world 
or when Germany sends a new note suing for peace our 
hopes get the better of us and we think that after all the 
German people will act and that the war will end without 
further loss of life or destruction of property. 
Then come the after hours of quiet contemplation 
the hours when, after having read the new note carefully 
two or three times, we begin to realize what it m e a n s 
what it says and what a woeful number of things it fails 
to say and realize just how clumsy the deceit and the stub­ 
born determination of the war lords to do just as the} 
please, is disguised and how boldly the ugly purpose of it 
all stares out at us from around the printed words. 
Then we are driven to conclude that there is no use— 
the German people will not see the light until shot and 
shell and bayonet tear" rents in the armor of conceit and 
falsehood with which they have encircled themselves. 
The war lords seem just as obstinately determined as 
ever to secure an unfair and an unjust advantage and the 
German people seem just as firm in their allegiance as ever. 
They, all of them, war lords and squareheads, persist iii 
sticking to form and avoiding principle. Having failed to 
conquer the world by force of arms and brutality they are 
just as determined now, apparently, to conquer by deceit 
and dishonesty, by complying with form and disregarding 
the substance. 
The old devilish will to conquer by foul means is still 
there. We have beaten the armies but we have not beaten 
the surly will, the stubborn dishonesty, nor insufferable 
egotism.

Following la the full text of Presi­ 
dent W ilson’s reply to the German 
nota. 
It la signed by Secretary of 
Slate I Jan sing: 
“Having received the solemn and 
•xvilcit assurance of the German gov­ 
ernment that it unreservedly accepts 
the term s of peace laid down in his 
address to the congress of the Toited 
States on tho 8th of January, 191s, 
and 
the 
principles 
of 
settlem ent 
enunciated 
in 
his 
subsequent ad* 
dresses, particularly the address of 
the 27th of September, and that it 
desires to discuss the details of their 
application and that this wish and 
purpose emanated, 
not 
from 
those 
who have hitherto dictated German 
policy and conducted the present war 
on Germany’s behalf, but from min­ 
isters who speak for the majority of 
the reichstag and for an overwhelm­ 
ing majority of the German people, 
and having received also the explicit 
promise of the present German gov­ 
ernment that tho humane 
rules 
of 
civilized warfare 
will 
be 
observed 
both on land and sea by the German 
armed forces, the president of the 
Toited State* feels that hs can not 
decline to take up with the govern 
ruents with which the government of 
the United States is associated the 
question of an arm istice.
